Our Representatives Do Not Favor the Crofter

Ottawa, May 12,-Anotlior week of 
Parliainoutnry otlbrt '{one but still plenty 
of work to do. At the ju'oseiit time, 
although the govurnmcnt is desirous of 
bringing buainoss to a.dose iu ten days, 
some of the most important proposals of the 
session have yet to be considered. Yes- 
terday, however, saw the arrangement 
with the C. P. R. priictically di8i)osod of 
nnd tliis in itself is a big thing. Follow- 
ing this comes tiia Franchise bill, which 
contotnplatea tlie auspunsion of tho re- 
vision for another your utid tho extension 
of manhood auftruge to Prince Edward 
Island. Mr. Foster's bill, to prevent the 
overloading of ghii)B, as yet is not well 
advanced. Tho iiccei)taiioo of tliu Berne 
copyright convention, tho rearraiigoiiient 
of judicial salaries, tlie proposed iibiuidon- 
nient of tho law e.Kchonthig property of 
persons convicted of treuson-felony, the 
alteration in the mode of preparing tho 
franchise lists on tho northwuat, the bill 
to establish a provincial government in 
the tarritories, tho coiusiduration of tho 
Railway act ami the nioa.sure to suppress 
bucket shops have all yet to bo con- 
sidered. A large number of tlio main 
estimates nnd all tho supplemeiitaiy esti- 
mates have yet to bu voted. If Parliu- 
nienb gets through this bill of fare in 
tori "days it will be a big thing. 

TllK C. P. K. AUUAXOE.MKNT. 

Tlio dobalo on tho C. P. R. resolution 
yesterday was marked by an unusually 
vigorous speech from Sir Oharles Tapper. 
The finaDoe miniator was in excellent 
form and as he pa.ssod from one stage to 
iinothor of tlie iiistory of the great railway 
enterprise lie licld the elo.sost attention of 
the House. Ho anticii)ate(l every solvent 
jioint wliicli could bo made by tlio opposi- 
tion and left iio good ground for them to 
sUndon. ThoTailvroy.I^ad been pushed 
I n the face of the bitterest opposition from 
the opponents of the government add the 
ivild assertions respecting the engineering 
and financial difliculties in tho way. All 
these arguments Imd been compelled to 
yield to the fact of u coniplotod railway 
from ocean to ocean. Then came tho 
crucial stage when the people of Manitoba 
began to cry out against the niuintenHiice 
of the monopoly olause under which the 
Koverhment' lmd disallowed all charters 
for roads running to the boundary. A 
year ago Sir Charles said there seemed no 
way out of tiio ditUculty, but the enor- 
mous crop of last sotison demonstrated 
that tho trallic over tho C. P. R. would 
be aa much as the roud could cari-y. In 
fact they had been unable to meet the de- 
mand for carrying facilities. Tlien it' bo- 
came apparent that if the road were 
equipped with additioiml rolling stock 
and elevator accoinniodatioii at Port 
Arthur and Fort William, tlioy could 
lold against competilitm. At this point 
the company was ajjproached by tlio gov- 
ernment for the abandonment of the 
nionom>ly privil^es, and it' was found 
that the terms einboaied in the resolution 
would bo satisfactory. This was an agree- 
able surprise, inasmuch as the opposition 
press hud argued that oul}' an cnorniouB 
money consideration could induce the 
company to give up that clause in their 
oharter. The proposition now before the 
house, he said, would not cost the country 
a dollar. Sir Charles then entered into 
an elaborate oxplaiuition to show how the 
ntorost could bo earned ;iih1 the ]niiiciple 
provided. As usual, he spoke most liopc- 
fully of tho Northwest, seeininglj' regard- 
less of the niaiiiicr in which ho has been 
berated by tho opposition for the san- 
guine hopes he expressed in this regard a 
few years ago. Time,' however, has al- 
most vindicated his utternnces, and be- 
fore many years ruU by it is reasonable to 
expect that Sir Charles' sanguine expecta- 
tions will bo more than verified. Mr. 
Laurier spoke for more tiian an hour in 
opposition to the resolutions; his argu- 
ment being summamed in the follow- 
ing amendment which he moved:

CIGARETTE SMOKING. 

The New York state legislature is grap- 
pling with the question of cigarette smok- 
ing by boys. It is proposed to prohibit 
their sale to youths under 16 years of age, 
heivy penalties being attached. This is 
a mova in the 'rigKt 'direotioh and one 
that might well be fc^owedjoh this coast.

continent, Mexico perhaps excepted. VVe 
pi'eaume this is largely due to the clim- 
atic iutluences. Nevertlieloss the fact re- 
mains, and the excessive use of tho cigar- 
otto is daily doing great injury to tho 
rising generation. In the east, if a boy 
wants ;tb ' smoke a cigarette or cigar lie 
docs ii surroptiiioMsly— he b|dM a 
'barn or some other cdnveiiient place 
where he is not exposed to the public gaze ; 
in the west, he seems to bo imbued 
with no sense of sliame, he rather 
thinks he is doing a particuhiily 
Binart^thing, and is to be seen at evuiy 
street corner pulliiiig away at his favorite 
brand by tho score. Accompanying some 
of these packages are lewd pictures which 
are calculated to make sad inroads Ujnm 
the modesty of our youth. It is time a 
halfa'was {called; it is time some^ safeguard 
was. plikodd r around; the , iuubcents; i. it h 
time- ' the Gbvernmeht stepped' in and 
dealt with this abuse as it does with the 
liquor traffic. Boys know littlo of the 
great wrons; they are doing themselves m 
smoking cigarettes;- they are quite un- 
aware that thoy are sapping their physical 
manhood — that the seductive weed is but 
the forerunner of all vices. Here is a 
tliemo for the pulpit ! Here is a chance 
far the spiritual guides of tho i>eople to 
warn fathers and.mothers.pf.the care that 
should be obaeryedan watohiug tiie^every- 
day Ufe;of .their 'ohildrenv .Intemperance 
is a great evil,bttt;there are other varieties 
of self^indulgen68"^'wWeh' i seem' ' to sink 
. into minor insignificance, and tu 
bo quite lost sight of, in view of tho eii- 
orinity of excessive indulgence in the 
use of liquor. This should not bo. If 
ono were to make an estimate of the num 
ber of boxes of cigarettes sold to minors 
ill this fail- city uf Victoria durintf eveiy 
tweuLy-fuur hours the result would be 
appiilling. Wliat is to be done in the 
matter'/ It is for tho clergymen, it is for 
the teachers, it is for every instrument 
for good in thiff*- community -to educat 
public opinion up to a 'be£ter ataij^ of 
things, tu arouse it to the necessil^ of 
Some sjietdy action, to finally induce it 
to clamor for such _ a legal remedy as is 
now l)oforo the State Assembly at Albany 
—a law mulcting in heavy damages any 
iiiliacconist or other individual who is 
loiiiid guilty of Helling cigarettes, cigara 
t(jl)acco ill any shape to young boys. 



DONNELLY AND SH AIvESPEAHK. 

Not ihuoh' has been heard lately of Ig- 
natius Doimelly and, his cipher, but the 
mure feweiit Engli.sli juiirnals that have 
reached this, side of the Atlantic, , tfill that 
ho is lecturing in England. It seems that 
there is a Bacon society in Wcatminater, 
and before that body and a iiumeroua 
audience, Mr. Duiiiielly held forth for 
two lioiu-H on Ilia liaci)n-.Sliiikeaj)eare 
tliuory. Mr. Donnelly tiattered his audi- 
ence tliut they held their residence at tlie 
headquarters of tho world's literary ac- 
tivity, and where public opini&n' was., for- 
mulated for the 120,000,000' or more of 
tho English-speaking world. He con- 
fessed, too, that he was speaking tho 
face of a mighty prejudice, "ill .facb ithat 
he was talking "against a broad' blank 
wall of national superstition," which con- 
feasion was not so flattering to his audi- 
tory. Having made tliis introduction, 
and further promised that we now know 
more of Shakespeare than was known lifty 
years ago or even in Shakespeare's own 
time, ho proceeded to show, as far as he 
could, that it was impossible for Shnkci- 
]ieate, "the horsu-holder, the call boy, the 
servitor, and afterwards the poor actor at 
London theatres," to have written the 
immortal dramas that bear his name. 
Shakspeare was not a lawyer; how could 
ho then have evinced tho deep know- 
ledge of law and jurisprudence which 
tlio plays evinced 1 To Mr. Donnelly's 
mind Shakspeare was a fraud, and of 
course tho one marvellous man of the 
time, Franois Bacon, waa the real poet

Their 
daughter married a Margrave, who.su sun 
WHS a direct male ancestor of Pl'ince 
Albert ol Saxe Cobuig (iotha, the father 
of the Empreiis Victoria.

Many reasons are advanced to 
make the prediction reasonable. These 
long-aighted individuals believe that our 
planet's fut^te is an opeu book, that is to 
their wouderf tilly penetrating gaze. Th ey 
tliiiik the climatic changes will make In- 
dia tho most healthy land on earth. When 
that duy cotiies ita resources will many 
Liiiui.4 ext-i:eil its present marvelous scope, 
in lliiil ca.se luilia would eitrlainly have 
the foinidatiun for far gre.'iter weidth 
than any other cciuhI extent on the pl.met. 
Anotljer form of seed which is expected 
to result in tlie fruit of natienul great- 
ness ' is the ' human life that will 
dominate in the India of the future. 
Keen observers eveii now can see indica- 
tions that a new race is developing in this 
noble country. And, wisely directed, 
there is no reason why this fresh liinnaii 
current should not cont.iin all the good 
elements of the .springs from whence it 
will flow. When the steady energy and 
dauntless heroism of the Eiigliahtiiaii is 
combined with tho lire and patience of 
the Hindoo there should be exhibited the 
very finest human achievement which our 
world is capable of producing.

TotheEuitor :— It is botii. refreahing; 
and pleasant, after coming in contact with 
the many prejudicial and venomous ar- 

ticiea that have appeared iu the billies, to 
road tho letter of "S" as published in that 
paper on Saturday last. Whoever "S" 
may bo, he has the happy faculty of mak- 
ing' himself . agreeable, , and, although 
not agreeing with trie entirely, he apP^rs 
to have siifiioient' manliness of disposition, 
intelligence and good temper, to discuss 
his grievances in a friendly way, exhibit- 
ing u praiseworthy contrast to the rabid 
attacks of those who preceded hini. Out- 
side of the little slur cast upon the muin- 
bers of tho House (excepting Messrs. 
Grant, McLoese and~Dunsmuir, of whom, 
ha says, he expected better things) who 
voted against the Sunday ..Observance bill, 
there is nothing unbeconung ar-gentlemaii 
or that he need bo ashafiied of, nothing 
that would justify him for striking 
from beneath his norii dc jj/iouc. 

Even this little exhibition of discourt- 
esy may have boon unintentional on his 
part. On the ivholo, whether clorgyman 
or layman, 1 would take him to bo a gen 
tleman. But it does not necessarily fol- 
low on that account that ho may not bo 
inistakon. Tlie fact is, to say tho least, 
his arguments are very ive;ik. ' But I do 
not think he undorsttmds tho question. 
In tho tirst place I wish to say that I havo 
made no nltuck on Christianity, although 
»onie of tliosu who have attacked nii: have 
thrown down the gauntlet, hoping, no 
doubt, that I would take it up. 1 have 
said nuthiug^ugaiust Christians, nor do ] 
know that I'havo said anything against 
Christian institutioiis,my fight was for free 
doin, pure and simple - that fiocdom 
which oiwibles all moil and all denomina- 
tions to think, speak and act aec(U'dint! to 
the dictates of their own conscience, so 
long as, in doing so, thoy do not trespass 
on tho like freedom of others. If "S" 
will read what I did say on the sub 
joct when it was up for consideration 
in the house he will see that one of the 
reasons why 1 opposed the bill was he- 
cause, if permitted to pass, "oven tho 
clergyiiiati himself w<uild not bo allowed 
to jmrauo liis usual avocation." This, J 
think, ought to satisfy even the niost 
dovout Christian, or, at least, aflbrd fioii- 
vincing ovideiico that 1 was not actuated 
by hostility towards anyone. If persecu- 
tion is necessary to sustain tho Christian 
religion, then, perhaps, my remarks 
■ lit be construed as being unfriendly 
tliercto. But I vury much doubt whether 
any of my assailants would be willing to 
maku a cuncession like that. Tho writer 
iu tho 2'iiiic!i appears to think that, by the 
defeat of the Sunday bill, his rights and 
privileges have been interfered with, that 
he cannot "spend tho whole Sunday in 
private and juiblic worshij), without ex- 
ternal niolostatioii." Why, friend "S," 
tho passing of the bill would have pro- 
vented you from doing so, and would 
have deprived mo and "my friciida" 
of our rights and privileges also. 1 
certainly ^have inpt, and .,-.1 don't 
think any of my frieiids have, any desire 
to molest or interfere with anyone in the 
enjoyment of their religious avocations. 
It appears to iiio that tho boot is on the 
other leg, that those " ho would impriaoii 
us and confiscate our i)ropcrty for iiidulg. 
ing in what wo look upon as innoceut 
and logitiinatu recreation would bo the 
real persecutors. "S" says "the rights 
and liberties of all must be protected, 
and, in order that all may have fair play 
and justice, tliere must be limitations." 
By this, I suppose, he means that uur 
rights must be limited, while his are per- 
mitted f-;!! sweep. "Both sides must 
make concessions." Now what conces- 
sion aro yuu willing to make, friend ? 
I am willing that you should worship as 
long, as often, and in "any^mauuer you 
like, on every day in the "week if you 
choose, and, if my "sensibilities" aro dia- 
c<unfortod thereby, I will clu'crfully sub 
iiiit to that ordeal. Vou may tisli aiul 
hunt iu season, play bull, buy and sell, 
and, iu fact, do just as you please 
at all times, . so long as iu doitin 
so you do not injure mo or my friends, 
and are not over-sensitive. Are you will- 
ing to make similar concessions to nio and 
my friends / If so, there need be no dis- 
puto betwooii UB. "The noise and roar of 
merry milkers and |)leasure-sooker8 an our 
public streets, parks and play gnmnda." 
Can anything beat tho Salvation Ariny at 
that? Those who play ball, fish and 
hunt do not, as a rule, do so on tho pub- 
lic streets or in tho vicinity of our 
churches. They take Beacon Hill for 
ball playii'.g, linntiug and fishing is usual- 
ly done ill tho forests, the streams and 
tho lakes many miles distant from church 
centres, and church-goers who can he.ir 
the "noise . and ro ar which acconipaiiy 
these sports" must certainly have very 
long ears. Now, as to tho Sabbath and 
Sabbatarians. The only real, genuine 
Sabbath observors are tho .lews. If we 
aro to observe the Sabbath, then, as a 
religiuu.s institution, it must bo tho Sab- 
bath day and no other. Tlie sovcutli day 
is the Sabbath, not Sunday, which iw the 
first day of the week. As a secular day 
of rest Sunday will do as well as any 
othei day. But it is not the Sabbath 
and, tlioroforo, "if tho Bible be appealed 
to as ail authority on tho subject there 
can be no doubt at all that" there is no 
command to keejj it holy, or, if so, I have 
boon unable to find it. 1 do not claim to 
bo a Bible scliolai, however, and if there 
is any such command, perhaps Wond "S" 
will enlighten me by pointing it out._ I 
know there is, at least, one denomination 
of Christians who meet on Sunday and 
partake of the sacranieiil, after which 
they feel at liberty to i>ur8ue their usual 
avoeatioiiK or spund tho balance of the day 
in recreation and plo'isuro. Our Ilomttu 
Catholic friends, also, do not hold it es- 
sential to devote the whole of Sunday to 
divine worship, iior do thoy ol)ject to the 
unjoyniout of innocent pastimes on that 
day. Tho Sabbath is the seventh day 
of the week and if tlioro is any 
authority in scripture fcr chani;ing it to 
tho sis-tli 1 Would very nuieh like to know 
tho chapter and ver^o whore it may bo 
found. As to wliptjier *'j»(infy(>Ktyj^fitho 
electors," is in favor'of Sunday rostrictioii 
laws or not, tho only truu test would bo 
to make that iiueation a direct isnuo ut 
tho jxills - yes or no, without reference 
to !iny (if the candidate.'i. A great many 
of till) idectors are disposed to look upon 
tho Sunday law as a religious question, as 
indicated by the letters of other' writers, 
not only a religious, but a very bitter one, 
showing that thoy have allowed their pre- 
judices to get the upper hand of tlioir 
good jiidgiiiont. Evoryono know.H that 
party ft eling runs high at elections, but 
that it i.i always of secondary considera- 
tion whenever religious prejudices aro 
brought to bear. It iB this condition of 
aU'airs which enables a denomination, 
when united with one paity as against an- 
othm-, to sway tlui dec ions in its favor. 
Strong partisans are always willing to 
take advantage of this, and, lieuie, a enn 
didate, who might otiierwi.so bt succeaH- 
ful, when handicapped with religious pre- 
judices, would most likely bo defeated. 
1 would not, however, be afraid to con- 
tost an election with any man, not other- 
wise niy superior, on thi.s question, lie 
favoring Sunday restriction laws, I oppos- 
ing them. I was honest in my opinion 
when 1 said "a great majority of our 
people do not want them," and I rjiink ho 
Still. When I spoke of fair-minded men 
and advanced thuikers, I included those 
of all denominations and all classes, I 
ain not so ignorant as to suppose for a 
single moment that there are no lilioral 
Iirofossors gf Ohrigtiaiiity ; on the contrary, 
I am [{lad to say 1 have mot many Chris- 
tians who are strict adherents of the 
golden rule. Nov, one word, friend "S," 
aa tothoqueationof "birthright;" you wore 



bom on the same day that all others 
were born, and,' I preaum«i' of British 
pariBntB. ,i If ''so, you aro entitled^ to all 
tho natui4l rights and privileges enjoyed 
by all others who are fortunate enough 
to be born under the British flag, 
and no more. Yon were not bom a 
Christian, and I trust you will pardon mo 
for telling you so. According to your 
own doctrine you were born in sin. Total 
depravity at birth is, I believe, one of 
thO' dogmas of the Christian faith, and 
hence as a Christian yoii could have had 
no rights until ,yoiir siria ,were forgiven. 
After this yoii wer«» certainly entitl&d to 
all tho rights, privileges and immunities 
which Christianity and the church of 
which you became a member could confer. 
In this respect, and in no other, is your 
"claim" superior to mine, but as a 
Christian you are entitled , to no rights or 
privileges that will enable you to deprive 
me of my rights as 'hi Britoij, th^greaftst 
and best of which is that oif;liBR|lTY..
